To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  one 
Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  an  Audi- 
tor, one  or  more  Highway  Agents,  and  all  other  necessary 
town  officers  and  agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  town  officers'  salaries  and  ex- 
penses, for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construction  of  high- 
ways and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the  town  library,  for  Old 
Age  Assistance  and  the  support  of  the  Town  Poor,  for  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  Old  Home  Day,  and  for 
all  necessary  town  charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $600.26. 

Article    5.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollar's  for  the  control 
of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $100  for  the 
Town's  share  of  cooperative  participation  in  the  White 
Mountain  Region  Association  . 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  for  a  dental  clinic  in  the  schools 
of  the  town. 


Article  8.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  muni 
cipal  accounting  division    and    make   an   appropriation   to 
cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count of  2%  on  1945  property  taxes  paid  in  full  on  or  before 
July  33  1945. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dispense 
with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  first. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired through  the  tax  collector's  deed. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support 
United  States  membership  in  a  general  system  of  interna- 
tional cooperation,  such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton 
Oaks  Conference,  having  police  power  to  maintain  the  peace 
of  the  world. 

Article  14.  To  transactany  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Math  Town  School 
District: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  first  Annual  Report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

There  were  two  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year. 

Mrs.  Avis  Lemieux,  a  teacher  of  long  experience,  and 
well  and  favorably  known  in  Bath,  was  elected  by  the  School 
Board,  to  succeed  Mrs.  Mary  Ashley  at  the  Carbee  School. 

Mi's.  Gertrude  Simonds  of  Lisbon  was  engaged  to  teach 
the  school  at  Pettyboro,  replacing  Miss  Katherine  Keniston. 

Mr.  Martin  in  his  report  one  year  ago,  called  attention  to 
the  need  for  a  piano  at  Swiftwater  and  the  desirability  of  in- 
stalling electric  lights  in  the  Pettyboro  School.  The  School 
Board  has  provided  for  both  of  these  much  needed  improve- 
ments. 

The  enrollment  at  the  Pettyboro  School  is  only  10.  It  is 
regrettable  but  if  the  enrollment  drops  any  lower  the  School 
Board  will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  deciding  whether  it 
is  wise  economically  or  educationally  to  continue  to  operate 
this  school. 

I  think  your  schools  compare  favorably  with  other 
schools  of  this  type  in  New  Hampshire. 

I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board 
for  their  kindness  and  courtesy  to  me  personally  as  I  have 
sought  to  become  acquainted  with  the  problems  that  confront 
us,  and  to  the  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  for  their  loyalty 
and  cooperation.

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There  was  but  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year. 
Reginald  B.  Nichols  of  Woodsville,  who  has  done  graduate 
work  in  Education  in  Harvard  and  Boston  Universities  and 
has  had  teaching  experience  at  Mclndoes  Academy  and 
Lisbon,  was  elected  as  Headmaster,  to  succeed  Miss  Marion 
Morse.  Miss  Bafferty  continued  as  high  school  assistant. 
and  Miss  Palmer  and  Miss  Pushee  are  serving  for  the  third 
year.  It  is  very  desirable  to  keep  good  teachers  for  a  period 
of  years.  Too  frequent  changes  are  not  economical  and  dis- 
rupt the  even  progress  of  educational  processes. 

As  suggested  by  Mr.  Martin  one  year  ago,  music  was 
added  to  the  program,  both  in  the  High  and  Elementary 
Schools.  Miss  Katherine  Kobb,  who  has  been  supervising 
music  in  several  districts  in  this  Union,  was  engaged  to 
spend  one  half -day  each  week  in  the  Village  Schools. 

The  High  School  was  enlarged  and  improved  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  building  was  insulated  and  the  windows  weather- 
stripped.  This  results  in  a  considerable  saving  in  fuel  and 
lias  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  children. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  Article  5  in  your  war 
rant.  The  salaries  of  your  District  Officers  evidently  were 
fixed  some  years  ago,  but  in  recent  years  their  duties  have 
grown  more  complex  and  complicated.  Just  the  matter  of 
withholding  tax  adds  a  great  deal  more  work  to  the  book- 
Keeping.  As  I  understand  it,  the  District  has  appropriated 
-S70  which  was  distributed  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  Bath  High  School 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1945. 

The  High  School  began  the  year  with  more  pupils  than 
it  has  enrolled  for  several  years.  A  freshman  class  of  ten 
boosted  the  enrollment  to  sixteen.  However,  four  left  school 
during  the  fall  for  various  reasons,  and  now  the  enrollment 
seems  settled  at  twelve.  Of  these,  four  are  seniors,  one  is  a 
sophomore,  and  seven  are  freshmen.  The  graduating  class 
this  year  will  be  larger  than  for  several  years,  but  as  there 
are  no  juniors  there  appears  to  be  no  prospect  of  a  graduat- 
ing class  next  year.  The  boys  outnumber  the  girls  two  to 
rue  in  the  school,  which  is  rather  unusual. 

The  principle  activity  undertaken  outside  of  the  usual 
school  work,  so  far  this  year,  was  a  play  presented  in  the 
Town  Hall  under  the  auspices  of  the  senior  class.  Several 
parts  were  filled  by  members  of  the  freshman  class.  A  very 
creditable  performance  was  presented  before  a  small  aud- 
ience. The  townspeople  could  encourage  the  efforts  of  their 
young  folks  more  by  larger  attendance  at  the  programs  they 
present. 
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The  Grade  School  children  presented  a  Christmas  pro 
gram  that  entailed  a  great  deal  of  work  in  preparation,  but 
the  attendance  at  the  program  was  very  small.  The  efforts 
of  the  children  were  certainly  worthy  of  better  support  and 
encouragement. 

In  these  days  it  is  very  common  to  glorify  what  is  big 
and  decry  that  which  is  small.  Of  course,  the  very  small 
school  cannot  do  some  things  that  large  schools  can,  but,  on 
l he  other  hand,  the  small  school  can  do  some  things  which 
large  schools  cannot.  One  of  the  advantages  of  the  small 
school  is  that  much  more  individual  attention  can  be  given. 
In  some  cases  this  more  than  compensates  probably  for  other 
things  which  cannot  be  done.  Some  pupils  would  have 
small  chance  of  success  in  their  school  work  without  consid- 
erable individual  aid. 

One  of  the  difficulties  facing  some  of  our  pupils  is  the 
long  walk  to  school.  Our  farm  boys  and  some  girls  have  to 
work  in  the  morning,  then  walk  from  two  to  four  miles  to 
school,  walk  home  again  at  night,  and  then  do  several  hours' 
work.  Since  successful  work  in  high  school  subjects  usually 
calls  for  study  outside  of  school  hours,  these  pupils  are  al- 
most beaten  before  they  start  as  they  have  very  little  time 
for  home  study,  and  are  too  tired  for  it  if  they  try  to  study  in 
the  evening.  It  would  mean  much  to  these  pupils  if 
i  hey  could  have  transportation  to  and  from  school.  Attend 
unce  of  some  would  be  greatly  aided  and  encouraged  by  such 
provision.  This  is  a  matter  worthy  of  serious  consideration 
by  the  town  if  they  wish  to  build  up  the  high  school.
